It is now twenty years and tpwards, hnce I re: celyed A 
letter, which admonithed me of our Pprodctnung nuleries 
[in France) and the means to prevent them; which were, 
0 call together the governors of our charck, and acquant 
them that they ſhould appoint a3 days falt in that church, 
which ſoever ſhould firtt be attached, |, [by proceſ; of our 
enemies]; and they ſhould fee the effec ; thereof. Burt I 
neglected that advice, not knowing whenc: it came. DBut 
about ten years after, when 1 underſtood that, and {aw the 
event of much of that which was foretold, I acquainted 
thoſegentlemenwith it: but they regarded not what I faid ; 
which made the conſequence fo ſa. PFhere are now in 
England divers miniflers, who were preſent when I ſhew- 
ed the letter which was ſent me. The ſame advice 
which was given to me, was ſent alſo to p ladanz 'Parene, 
and to the Sieur Rouvigny, ana-to Nr. Gacre, mini ler 
of Charenton, and. to the Synod cf inner vi Ana 
when the author who ſent thete Admonitions, underſtood 
that nothing was done thereupon, he wrote thus to me :

About eight or nine years ſince, a ſudden firoke as of 
thunder ſtruck me down in the daytime (about 5 9 in the 
morning) accordivg to three ſeveral 1 warnings thcreot giz 
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ven to me three years before. "This was followed abour 
fix weeks after by a thunder in the night: whereof I had 
| alſo been admonithed. Whereupon I called up all who 
were in bed in my houſe, and we went into the chapel, 
where we were wont to have ſermon®, and there read the 
ſcriptures. While that was doing, it thundered under.m 
feet, tho' the place was paved and upon a rock. We all 
heard the noiſe of thunder (direCQtly) under me, (who was 
at 4 Giitance from them, tho' all in the ſame room,) az 
loud as 1t uſed to be in the air, and for ſome time. Yet 
we leit nc+ of our reading the ſcriptures. Thoſe were 
terrible <1zps, and myſterious prefages and forerunners 
of the calamities, which are ready to break out upon the. 
kingdoms of France and England. There are in Eng. 
land ſeveral perſons who were at my houfe when theſe 
thiugs happened: They underitood not the myſtery of 
them ; but I am able to prove what I here declare. 

About five or fix years fince, when I was to leave the 
country where I dwelt, the author of theſe Admonitions, 
(who lived fo Chriſtian a life as none could blame, and 
whom God had favoured with ſuch extraordinary praces, 
as few, I belicve, in ſeveral ages have heard the like,) 
depoſited with me a ſealed paper ; and told me the time 
when I ſhould open it. In the beginning were theſe words: 

« O- King {meaning the French king), a greater King than 
thee commands (or rules) thee : conftider of the reckoning 
thou art to make, ſooner than thou thinkeſt.”? 

And in the end, 

« Q England, if thou make thyſelf partaker in the crime 
thou ſhalt take part in the paniſhment.?? 

The ſtorm is violent, full of horrer and deftra&ion ; En- 
deavour to prevent it, that your country may be a country of 
peace, a fortunate iſland, and a garden of Eden : which 1s the 
hearty deſire of your mo{t obedient ſervant, Saint Jean.

the cities and all the plain, fo that the ſmoke of them 
aſcended as the ſmoke of a furnace ;—fo undoubtedly 
will the Lord ſurpriſe papal Sodom, as in a moment ;z in 
one day ſhall her plagues cone, death, ſorrow, and fa- 
mine, and fhe ſhall be utterly burnt wh bre : © For 
ſtrong is the Lord of hoſts that judgeth her.” ——In an 
in{tant ſhall ſhe be made dcfolate—her great riches ſhalh 
come to nothing, and © the ſmoke of her torment ſhall 
aſcend up for ever.” © 'The beaſt and the falſe prophet 
ſhall be taken, and caft alive into the lake that burneth 
with fire and brimſtone ; and alt who worſhip the beaſt, 
&c.” Rev. xiv. 9, Io, 11. The Lord hath ſeen in 
thee, and in thy prophets, great and horrible enormities, 
adulteries, whoredoms, lies, and abominations more than

He ſhall come up as an eagle ; he ſhall fly, and 
ſtretch his wings over that great city, and the hearts of 
her mighty men in that day, ſhall be as the heart of 8 
a woman in travail 3 ** Behold a people ſhall come from 
the north, and a great nation, &c.” Jer. 1. 41, 42, 43.— 
Thou ſhalc become like Sodom in thy puniſhment, as 
thou waſt Sodom in thy ſins; and thy children as Go- 
morrah ;—a place for breeding of nettles, and falt pits, 
and of deſfola.ion for ever. 'This ſhalt thou have for a 
reward of thy pride : Even as thou haſt uſed reproaching 
taunts and boaſtings againſt the people of the Lord,. fo 
the Lord ſhall be terrible againſt thee : He will famiſh 
all thy gods. Depart then quickly, ye who are his peo- 
ple, tarry not : Save your lives, your ſouls, your bodies, 
your families, and your poſterity : «© Waſh you—make 
you clean.” ——Lo, you are admoniſhed of this. Behole 
the patience and goodneſs of God leading thee to repent- 
ance. Therefore, while it is ſaid, © to-day if you will 
hear his voice, harden net your hearts,” make hafte, 
ariſe,' fave your life; ſtop not in any place of the plain 
_ of this ſpiritual Sodom : Aſcend and fave yourſelves 
in the weuntain of God. Arrange yourſelves olt 
-the fide of the Lamb; for thoſe who are with him are 
called, and holy. Linger not; and if there are any 
others pertaining to you, kinſman, ſon, or daughter, re- 
move them far from theſe places; for affuredly the Lord

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is about to deſtroy them, becauſe the cry of them is be- 
come exceeding preat before the Lord. He will ſend his 
delegates, and his holy ones, to deſtroy them.

_ « In Egypt the firit-born and the chief of their ſtrength 
were ſmitten.: So in;the Romiſh church (which ſpiritu- 
ally is Sodom and ZEgypt, Rev. ii.

Not even the king himſelf, the higher powers ordained 
of God, to whom all perſons ought to be ſubject, can

« The Lord ſhall Qiretch forth his hand, and he who 
helpeth ſhall fall, and he who is holpen ſhall ſtumble, 
and they all ſhall fall together. And if ye will return, 
he will bring upon you all the ficknefles of that land, and 
make them cleave to you ; he will make your plagues and 
theplagues of your children wonderful, even great plagues, 
and of long continuance. —Betake not yourſelves to the 
ſhadow of Egypt ; for that ſhall be your confuſion, ſee-

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drach, &c.—and he promoted them in the province of 


Babylon. 
But do the great deliverances of the ſervants of 
aſtoniſh our Roman Babylon ? Does ſhe haſtily ariſe. 
call out—aſſemble her counſellors, governors, &c.!?—_ 
Does ſhe ſtrive to convince them that their fires, ſwords. 
treachery, imprifonments, butcheries, are of no avail þ 
Do they confeſs the true and living God ? Do their kinoz 
and governors dread the cruel orders; or publiſh con- 
trary «dis? Quite the reverſe. "They ceaſe not to hea 
fire to fire, and to inflame the furnace ſtill more. Ang 
though they had ſeen the flame deyour their mighty and 
valiant men who had caft the children of God into it, at 
their urgent command, yet the dragon, the beaſt, and 
falſe prophet, having collected all their force and deceits 
into one, defift not from ſending unclean ſpirits out of 
their mouth, to gather together the kings of the earth in 
battle againſt the Lamb, and thoſe who follow him : for 
which cauſe that great tree of the papacy that has be- 
come ſo ſtrong and high, ſhall not only have its branches 
hewed down and ſcattered, but the trunk alſo ſhall be 
cut up and plucked out of the land of the living. 
This 1s the decree of the Almighty that ſhall come upon 
the king and his kingdom, when the word ſhall yet be in his 
mouth, © Iz not this great Babylon that I have built, &c.” 
—'The voice from heaven ſhall cry, O bloody beaſt, 0 
Romiſh Babylon ! thy kingdom is departed from thee. 
When the ſeventh angel ſhall pour out his vial in the air, 
a great voice from the temple ſhall proclaim, {t is done: 
and then the great city ſhall be divided into three parts, 

&c. A grievous viſion is declared againſt thee ; * the 
treacherous dealer dealeth treacherouſly, the ſpoiler ſpoil> 
eth: Go up, ye Elamites, belicge ye Medes ; ye kings 
and princes who have departed from Babylon, go up 
and beſiege. O Belſhazar, king of Romiſh Babylon, make 
a great ſeaſt to thouſands of thy lords and great men ; 
drink, proclaim your ſolemn feſtivals ; praiſe your gods 
of gold, ſilver, braſs, wood, ſtone, and flour ; Make good 
cheer. But mark the decree of the Moſt High ! See the 
fingers of the man's hand gone forth writing on the wall 
of thy royal palace, a writing that ſhall make thy coun- 
tenance change, and thy joints to ſhake z a writing which

none of thy aſtrologers or divines can read or interpret. 
That writing ſhall be the deſtruction of all thy grandees, 
thy prelates, princes, cardinals, thy red hats and ſervants. 
_ Kear the writing that is written z ene, &0. 


God hath brought thy kingdom to an end; he hath 


divided it, and piven it—to whom ? to theſe ten kings, 


who ſhall hate thee and burn thee with fire : even to all 
the birds that fly in the midil of heaven, who ſhall eat 
thy fleſh, and the fleſh of thy kings, captains, of great 
and ſmall ;—thy patrimony, and the revenues of thy car- 
dinals, which are like kings—of thy archbiſhops, and 
alſo of thy biſhops, and of thy abbeys ; - and the fleſh of 
all thy monaſteries, colleges, and ſocieties, both of the 
ſmall and of the great. A 
Ariſe then, ye captains and princes, and anoint your 
ſhields; for thus ſaith the Lord, © Babylon is fallen, is 
fallen; and all the graven images of her gods are bro- 
ken and caſt to the ground,” 'The watch is ſet ; and pro- 
hecy 1s added to prophecy to confirm the viſion. 
See the chariot of men, with a couple of horſemen, that 
come againſt thee—thy defence ſhall forſake thee; thy 
preat river Euphrates 1s dried up ;—thy friends ſhall be 
turned another way ; and thy firſi-born Spain, ſhall keep 
at a diſtance, and not dare to approach thee to help thee : 
thoſe who love thee, ſhall mourn for thee, but they will 
not draw near thee to afford thee help. Lo, I have de- 
eclared unto you, what I have heard from the Lord of 
hoſts: So we believe, and therefore we ſpeak. lt is 
he who performs the word of his meſſengers—that ſaith 
to Jeruſalem, and to the temple, thou ſhalt be built again, 
gyen in the midit of thee, O Italy. | 
Hear then, ye kings, who are anointed of the Lord ; 
thus he ſpeaks to you ; © I hold your right-hand ;” he 
ſhall ſubdue the nations. before you—he ſhall looſe the 
reins of kings who take part with the beaſt. They thall 
open the doors, and the fates of cities ſhall not be ſhut 
againſt you. He ſhall go before you, make rough places 
plain, break in pieces the gates of braſs, and will give 
you the hidden treaſures, riches hoarded there with the 
utmoſt ſecrecy, that you may know that the Lord is the 
God of the reformed churches, who hath called you 


by 
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by your names, for the love he bears to his choſen who 
ſerve him. Be of good courage, and let not your hearts 
fail you. It is he who formed the earth, and created 
man upon it, who ſtretched out the heavens, and giyes. 
law to all their hoſt; it is he who hath raiſed you up 
in righteouſneſs, and who direQs all your deligns againlk 
her. * 


Rev. xviii. 1, 2, 4 One angel proclaims, Babylon the 
great is fallen, &c. and another voice from heaven ſays, 
« Come out of her, my people, that ye be not partakers 
of her ſins, and that ye recetve not of her plagues,” —— 
The former voice is a prediction of her ruin ; the latter, 
is a command, pointing out the duty of the children of 
God to withdraw from her; both are heavenly and divine * 
The firit, obliges our conſciences to believe ; the ſecond, 
to obey. He who believes not the Lord foretelling and 
denouncing her ruin, will not obey the Lord, charging 
men to depart from her. Infidelity is the cauſe of dif- 
obedience. You obey not the divine order, Come out 
of her; becauſe you believe not the divine oracle, Baby- 
lon 1s fallen. Believe, and then you will obey that voice 
from heaven, © Depart from her, my people.” Purge 
your hearts of infidelity, and you would not rebel againſt 
the voice of the Lord. If che world beheved the ruin 
and fall of Babylon, men would not remain one bour.in 
her communion, What have you to do, O kings and 
princes, ſmall or great, with that diſgraced and walled 
harlot, grown old in her whoredoms. You have neither 
part, nor lot, with her: retire therefore to your cents, 
retire to the tabernacles of Zion. What madneſs, what 
frenzy, to be found expoſed to the avenging hand of 
God, in the arms of this whore, when become the habi- 
tation of devils, and the haunt of every unclean ſpirit! 
What infatuation to be found on the ſide of the beait, 
and of the falſe prophet z whoſe FMmaments are employ- 
ed to make war againſt him who fitteth on the white 
horſe, having on his veſture and thigh the name written, 
King of kings, and Lord of lords. He ſhall gather the 

vintage 
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vintage of the earth, for her grapes are ripe, and he ſhall 
tread the wine-preſs of Divine wrath without the city. 
« And the beaſt ſhall be taken, &c.” chap. xiv. and xix. 
Wherefore withdraw from her, for this is her end ; this 
her condemnation, and fixed doom : * for ſtrong is the 
Lord God who judgeth her +.” "PEP 
« What fellowſhip hath righteouſneſs with unrighte- 
ouſneſs? What communion hath light with darkneſs ? 
What concord hath Chriſt with Behal ? Or what agree- 
ment hath the temple of God with idols? Therefore 
come ye out from among them, and be ye ſeparated, 
faith the Lord God.” 2 Cor. vi. 17, &c. Be ye ſepa- 
rated—in reſpect of her dotrine, which is a lie, the ſe- 
duQion of iniquity ; it is the mouth of the dragon, the 
doQtrine of devils, the efficacy of error ; it ſubverts and 
overthrows completely the foundation of our ſalvation 
it is ſpiritual adultery, that diffolves the conjugal boud 
of the ſpiritual marriage with Jeſus Chriſt. He therefore 
that would be in covenant with God, and who would not 
drink of the wine of his wrath eternally, muſt have no 
communion with her doctrine, or her religion. In re- 
ſpeCt of her religious ſervices, and idolatrous aſſemblies ; 
© ] would not,” ſaid the Apoſtle, 5 that you ſhould be 
partakers with devils,” for ſuch is the ſervice of 1dols. 
1 Cor. x. 
Alſo in reſpect of alliances for mutual aid and 
proteCtion with them; © Why ſhouldſt thou help the 
ungodly,” faid the Prophet to Jehoſaphat, 5 and love 
_ them that hate the Lord ? therefore is wrath upon thee 
from before the Lord.” 2 Chron. ix. 2. © Wo to them 
that go down into Egypt for help,” &c. Iſa. xxx1. 
« Depart ye thence, and touch not any unclean thing :” 
Take heed to the interdiQ, for fear leſt you fall under 
the curſe, and bring the camp of Iſrael under an inter- 
dict, and thereby trouble it. Covet not theſe Babyloniſh 
garments, theſe ceremonies, and ornaments, nor the. 
wedge of gold. Keep yourſelves from the accurſed 
thing : for none may take any ſtone from that curſed city 
tor a corner, nor a ſtone for a foundation z otherwiſe 
the curſe would fall on the takers, atid the whole camp 
ot Iſrael, ſo that they could not ſtand, but would _ 
rnelr 
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thei backs. before their enemies: « Go forth' then, by 


ye clean that bear the veſſels of the Lord.” <« Go forth, 


and. be Ye 28; the he-goats before the flock;” for Italian 


Chaldea in the wett Nall be delivered up to pillage,. and 

all thoſe who ſpoil her ſhall: be:ſatiated, and the arrows 
of thoſe whom hs Lord ſhall raiſe up againſt: her ſhall 
be as thoſe of a mighty man, fkilfull to deſtroy, for they 
ſball not return empty. Ye therefore who have eſcaped, 
march, halt not, although you be already far off. . Re. 
member the- Lord, and let Jeruſalem. come .into your 
mind. Come forth, and dehver every man his own-ſoul 
from: the heat of the Lord's anger : - for ſhe ſhall become 
a heap, &c. Go forth, in body and ſoul : Have no 
communion, with her either in her doctrines, or idola- 
txous. ailemblies, nor in her, ceremonies, nor 1n her eccle- 
Gaſtical hierarchy and epiſcopal government, nor in her 
religious cuſtoms and modes, nor. in her iniquities, norin 
any unequal yokewith theſe who,belong to.her, nor finally, 
in aid and mutual protection, . Go forth yourſelves, and, 
go. with all your houſehold ;. leave not a hoot behind ; 
and go thencez never more to return * 

*©. Be not partakers-of her fins !” Obey not thoſe who 
would, command you or conſtrain you to this or who. 
would entice and counſel you. Should eyen your father 
or brother, your wife or huſband, your companion or 
your maſter, your lord, your: prince, or your king, ſhould 
your miniſter, or even an apoſtle, or ange], command or 
counſel. you to do-ſo, hearken-not to them. Gal. 1. 5.— 
Away. with all authority, human or angelic, in the mat- 
ter, of religion,. in the matter of our faith and religious 
obedience. Ye princes and kings, ye fathers and magi- 
{trates, command not, conitrain not, entice not nor draw 
away others. to communication with or participation in 


your own miquitics, or thoſe of others, eſpecially to a 


participation of the inzquities of : Babylon, for they are. 
great, and ſhall c-rtaimly. be puniſhed, both in thoſe who 
cont them, and on thoſe who are or ſhall be partakers
